Importance to Growers 
of Citrus 





An action at law of very 
{great moment to orange grow- 
ers has just been concluded in | 
the Los Angeles superior court, 
presided over by Judge Me-| 
Kenzie. As a result of it, 
Judge MeKenzie has given al 
decision that a purchaser of 
oranges is liable to the seller 
for the value of the fruit at the 
agreed upon price, even though 
a frost has come and has ruin 
ed the commodity. 

The case at issue was one 
in which E. A. Stowe of Red 
lands brought suit against the | 
Fay Fruit Company to recover 
a total of $1150, said to 
the value of the oranges grown 
upon 258 trees and purehased 
by the fruit company for 2'4 
cents per pound on January 6, 
1922.
